Washingto n, April 5 (JP)—Co n­ 
gress started its fo u rth mo nth 
to day with an impo sing legisla­ 
tiv e reco rd, bu t it still faces 
eno u gh m ajo r pro blems to neces­ 
sitate a late su mmer sessio n. 
Each ho u se has passed almo st 
a sco re o f im po rtant bills, bu t 
many o f them, still are tied u p 
while co mmittees are try ing to 
rev ise different pro v isio ns in the 
senate and ho u se v ersio ns.

The three-y ear-o ld do g leaped 
fo r 
his m aster’s 
wrist and 
kno cked him do wn—ju st as he 
so o ften had do ne in practice. 
The rev o lv er was discharged, the 
bu llet piercing Co nro y ’s chest. 
Mrs. Co nro y ran to her" hu s­ 
band’s side. The do g licked his 
hand. Neighbo rs called an am ­ 
bu lance and the po lice. 
To his 
bro ther-o fficers, the 
wo u nded po liceman said: “Do n’t 
blame Paddy . 
He did what he 
- tho u ght was right.” Co nro y died 
a half ho u r later. 
The inv estigato rs didn’t be­ 
liev e the dy ing m an’s sto ry at 
first. Co nro y ’s 10-y ear-o ld step­ 
so n, William Dissert, pro v ed it 
^v as tru e. 
He flo u rished a to y pisto l and 
the do g, witho u t ev en a gro wl, 
seized the bo y ’s wrist, clo se to 
the gu n, in his great fangs. Then 
gently sho o k the to y lo o se.

tro v ersy ” bearing o n the entire 
indu stry .

Under the present law the 
co rps, created April 5, 19 33, as a 
means o f emplo y ing y o u ths o n 
su ch pro jects as refo restatio n, 
ro ad bu ilding and park dev elo p­ 
ment, will ex pire o n Ju ne 30, 19 37. 
Actu al CCC enro llment at the 
present time is abo u t 300,000 men, 
inclu ding war v eterans as well as 
the y o u ng men recru ited fro m 
sco res o f American cities. 
In his message to co ngress the 
president praised the wo rk o f the 
co rps and said it’s 
co ntinu ed 
fu nctio ning wo u ld no t be co n­ 
trary to no rmal pro gress to ward 
reco v ery . 
“There is still need,” he said, 
“fo r pro v iding u sefu l and health­ 
fu l emplo y ment fo r a large nu m ­ 
ber o f o u r y o u thfu l citizens.”

Perhaps J. B. Priestley ’s “Mid­ 
night on the D esert” seemed sad 
to me becau se I read m ost of it 
v ery late a t night. Perhaps it 
really is a little sad. 
Perhaps the idea behind it is 
the cau se of it all. For we are 
asked to w atch a w riter in the 
fu ll flood of his creativ e activ ity 
mu se ov er him self, a trifle u n- 
su rely , for the space of a fu ll- 
length 
book. 
Ostensibly 
Mr. 
Priestley is w riting abou t his w in­ 
ter in the American sou thwest. 
Bu t actu ally Mr. Priestley is w rit­ 
ing abou t Mr. Priestley . 
He sets the key at the begin­ 
ning, w ith a lengthy ex planation 
of his attitu d e tow ard America. 
On a t least two occasions Mr. 
Priestley has beeh qu oted as say ­ 
ing some pretty sarcastic things 
abou t the U nited States. 
He 
slides ov er the first of these in­ 
cidents, in “M idnight on 
the 
Desert.” The second began when 
his ship called one day in Boston, 
and Priestley was interv iewed by 
a Boston newspaper m an. The 
au thor disliked w hat this m an 
wrote. 
Nex t day the boat docked in 
New York, and I was detailed to 
talk w ith the ru ffled Mr. Priest­ 
ley a t the Biltmore. Here is a 
cu riou s fact which ex plains Mr. 
Priestley and his latest book: al­ 
thou gh he was disav owing any 
thou ght of “taking digs” a t this 
cou ntry , or any thing else, he said 
things in the cou rse of his talk 
which were qu ite as dangerou s as 
any thing he had been qu oted as 
say ing in Boston. In other words, 
Mr. Priestley has a strange little 
knack for sharp talk, and it gets 
away w ith him qu ite often. 
It doesn’t get away with him 
too often in the new book, al­ 
thou gh it goes Tather against the 
grain to find him blam ing the 
New York dram atic rev iewers 
and the pu blic becau se they did­ 
n’t like his play “Eden End.” It 
is Mr. Priestley ’s fav orite am ong 
his stage works; he speaks of 
the offending rev iewers as “fan­ 
tastically incomprensible,” and 
neatly v aries the pearls-before- 
swine saw by say ing tha t he felt 
as if he “had qu ietly arranged a 
show of etchings in a home for 
the blind.” 
W hich may sou nd as if a “100 


per cent Am erican,” if there be 
ai;y su ch left, cou ld not read the 
book w ithou t squ irm ing. This is 
not tru e—m u ch of w hat he say s 
abou t C alifornia and the mov ies, 
i\ e sou thwest, D. H. Lawrence, 
and J. B. Priestley him self is 
stinfcillant, and nearly all

Th e ju dicial reorgan ization proposal h as stolen 
th e h eadlin es from all oth er pen din g con gres­ 
sion al activ ities. 
It will con tin u e to h old th e 
h eadlin es for some time to come. Bu t, on ce th at 
m atter is en ded, a n u mber of oth er qu estion s of 
v ery direct in terest to th e American people will 
be u p for debate. On e of th ose qu estion s can be 
ex pressed in on e omin ou s word: 
Tax es! 
No on e wan ts more tax es or h igh er tax es. 
Ch airman Harrison of th e poten t sen ate fin an ce 
committee recen tly ejacu lated, “God kn ows tax es 
are h igh en ou gh n ow!” Spokesmen for in du stry 
ex press similar emotion s. Yet, as Bu sin essWeek 
say s: 
“Mu ch h eav ier federal spen din g is defi­ 
n itely du e an d h igh er tax es on corporate an d 
in div idu al in comes are defin itely u n der con sid­ 
eration by th e adm in istration .” 
Two in ciden ts—on e a m atter of cold fact, th e 
oth er a m atter of factu ally -su pported opin ion — 
can be cited to sh ow th e way th e win d blows. 
First of th ese in ciden ts h ad to do with in come 
tax forecast of th e bu reau of in tern al rev en u e. 
Before March 15, th e bu reau an ticipated th at 
6,000,000 people wou ld fill ou t blan ks. 
Here it 
u n derestim ated—well ov er th at n u mber are re­ 
ported to h av e stru ggled th rou gh th e forms an d 
sen t th em in . Bu t th e bu reau also forecast th at 
it wou ld receiv e abou t $8 40,000,000 in in come tax 
pay men ts. 
Here, accordin g to Times it seemed 
to ov erestimate. Bu lk of all pay men ts are in by 
th e 20th of March —y et on th at date pay men ts 
totalled on ly $650,000,000. An d ev en th ou gh th is 
represen ts a great in crease ov er last y ear, it 
mean s th at, in all probability , federal in come for 
th e fiscal y ear will be h u n dreds of million s of 
dollars sh ort of ex pectation s. 
Secon d in ciden t is fou n d in th e mu ch -pu b­ 
licized statem en t of Ch airman of th e Federal 
Board Eccles. Mr. Eccles is a New Dealer an d h e 
is also a ban ker an d econ omist with a repu tation 
for h ard h eadedn ess. 
Gist of Mr. Eccles’ state­ 
m en t is th at it is absolu tely essen tial to recov ery 
an d stability th at th e bu dget be balan ced an d 
th at federal debt be redu ced—eith er by cu ttin g 
ex pen ditu res or in creasin g tax es. An d practical­ 
ly ev ery econ omist of n ote h as been bu sy issu in g 
warn in gs th at u n less su ch a program is adopted, 
ru in ou s in flation is comin g fast. 
At th e presen t time, federal spen din g is at rec­ 
ord h igh s. 
Th e gov ern men t is pu ttin g ou t, on 
th e av erage, $593,000,000 a mon th , as again st 
$552,000,000, $545,000,000 an d $533,000,000 for 1936, 


1935 an d 1934 , respectiv ely . Th e ou tlook for m a­ 
terially redu cin g spen din g is ex tremely black. As 
th e U. S. News poin ts ou t, man y activ ities classi­ 
fied as “emergen cy ” a y ear or two or th ree ago, 
n ow are classed as “perm an en t.” 
Fu rth ermore, 
terrific pressu re is ex erted to keep federal relief 
ch ecks flowin g ou t of th e mach in es th a t write 
th em. Wh en a sh ort time ago, it was an n ou n ced 
th at WPA spen din g was to be cu t, gov ern ors, 
may ors an d oth er officials cried to h igh h eav en 
—an d th e resu lt was th at th e redu ction s were 
n ot made an d may n ot be made at all th is y ear. 
Th u s, v iewin g th e situ ation realistically , it 
seems certain th at, u n der presen t con dition s, 
on ly h opes for a balan ced bu dget is more in come, 
n ot less ou tgo. More in come mean s eith er n ew 
tax es or h igh er tax es. 
Officials are ch ary of 
both . For on e th in g, th e federal gov ern men t h as 
adopted man y n ew tax es in late y ears; 
it is 
dou btfu l wh eth er th ere are man y sou rces of im­ 
portan ce y et u n tapped. An d ev ery electiv e offi­ 
cer sh iv ers wh en h e th in ks of th e possible po­ 
litical ex plosion s h igh er tax es wou ld cau se. 
Easy an swer is to boost tax es on rich in div id­ 
u als, big corporation s. Bu t tax es are already v ery 
h igh so far as th ese grou ps are con cern ed—man y 
th in k th ey imperil prosperity by remov in g in ­ 
cen tiv e an d by ten din g to prev en t bu sin ess from 
bu ildin g u p reserv es again st poten tial econ omic 
storms. An d besides, it is a statistical fact th at 
if all th e really big in comes in th e cou n try were 
tax ed 100 per cen t, th e resu ltan t rev en u e wou ld 
lack a good deal of pay in g gov ern men t ex pen ses.

Officeh olders kn ow 
th at million s of citizen s pay n o direct tax es at 
all—feel, ev en th ou gh wron gly , th at th ey are tax 
free. W h at attitu de wou ld th ese people take at 
th e polls if th e tax collector came directly in 
con tact w ith th em? 
Th is brie^su rv ey sh ows some of th e difficu l­ 
ties atten dan t on th e tax problem—an d illu s­ 
trates th e terrific welter of argu m en t an d debate 
th at will follow th e in trodu ction of n ew tax legis­ 
lation in to con gress. Man y a sen ator an d rep­ 
resen tativ e ex perien ces ch ills an d fev er wh en h e 
realizes th at, soon er or later, h e mu st go on rec­ 
ord in fav or of some rev en u e policy .

perior to the czaristic hordes of 
World war day s. 
These are two major con clu ­ 
sion s of American army officers 
who hav e been mak in g an in ten ­ 
siv e stu dy of operation s an d the 
effectiv en ess of weapon s—large­ 
ly of Italian , German , Ru ssian 
an d Fren ch origin —on the Span ­ 
ish “prov in g grou n ds.” 
These train ed observ ers, who 
for military reason s speak on ly 
behin d the cloak of an on y mity , 
say that the fightin g in Spain 
has fu rther established the im­ 
portan ce of the airplan e 
In 
bombin g su pply depots an d in 
“strafin g” en emy grou n d forces. 
They main tain , howev er, that 
masses of in fan try men who can 
dig in ” an d hold position s gain ed 
with the assistan ce of tan k s, ar­ 
tillery an d airplan e fire, con sti­ 
tu te the “decisiv e” factor in bat­ 
tle operation s. 
The in telligen ce, efficien cy an d 
disciplin e shown by the y ou n g 
Ru ssion pilots an d techn ician s 


fightin g with the loy alists has 
“greatly impressed” military ex ­ 
perts of this an d other cou n tries. 
Some of these pilots, operatin g 
speedy pu rsu it plan es which are 
a modified v ersion of American - 
made aircraft, arfe said to hav e 
ru n German an d Italian pilots 
“dizzy ” in sev eral en cou n ters.

Washington—There now arises 
a new and cry ing need for re­ 
organization of the gov ernment, 
what with all the lack of coop­ 
eration among the departm ents 
in the m atter of stamp covers. 
Now any one not k nowing the 
importance of a staihp cov er in 
the affairs of this nation should 
go at once to his neighborhood 
philatelist (accent the second 
sy llable, as in “emphatic"). There 
he will learn that certain stamps 
are worth dozens of thousands, 
th at daily columns are written 
about them in the newspapers 
and th at people stand on street 
corners, pock ets bulging with 
precious envelopes. 


stamps is pure love, but to many 
it is a business since such stamps 
q uick ly increase in v alue. The 
combination of pure love and 
commercial acumen has simply 
swamped the consul at Honk 
Kong. He is so distressed, th at 
he telegraphed the state depart­ 
ment to stop the flow. Already , 
he protested, there are more re­ 
q uests for stamps than he, his 
secretaries, or ev en ex tra help 
could lick. 


CRISIS 
Now 
the 
state 
departm ent 
should hav e k nown these things, 
and should hav e prepared for 
them. The post office depart­ 
m ent as well, already k nowing 
of these things, should hav e con­ 
sulted the state department. But 
neither did, and th at lack of co­ 
ordination of 
g ov e r nm e nt a l 
agencies has brought the nation 
to a new crisis, a nerv e-rack ing 
philatelic (this time accent the 
third sy llable, as in “Pocatello") 
crisis. 
There is nothing so dear to the 
heart of a philatelist as a stamp 
cov er shipped from some far off 
place on the first plane th at reg­ 
ularly carried mail. 
So there is a breathless rush 
of philatelists to receiv e a letter 
on the first clipper to carry mail 
from Hong Kong to Macao v ia 
Manilla and points west. But not 
all philatelists hav e friends in 
Hong Kong or Macao so they 
send letters and money to the 
United States consuls say ing, in 
effect, please send me a letter on 
the first China Clipper soon to 
leave. 
Part of the desire for such 


NEED 
Now of course there is no letter 
writing in connection with send­ 
ing such ^stamps. Philatelists just 
want the*"stamp, canceled by the 
postal help at Hong Kong or 
Macao. If some lovesick blonde 
consulate secretary should stuff 
a note in one of these returning 
env elopes ask ing at random for 
some philatelist to “come and 
see 
me 
sometime,” 
it 
would 
simply be wasted on the Pacific 
air. It wouldn’t raise the tem p­ 
erature of a true-lov e philatelist 
by a single degree, unless it was 
to mak e him im patient th at she 
had not sent the note in a 
separate env elope, so he could 
hav e 
two 
first 
flight 
stamp 
covers. 
♦ 
Certainly when the gov ern­ 
ment is reorganized there should 
be no such lack of coordination 
as has left the Hong Kong con­ 
sulate so busy protecting mis­ 
sionaries and foreign trade th at 
philately must wait.
